ble  Order  of  St.  George,  at  Wmdfore,^ 

HE  Founder  of  this  Noble  Order  was  Edward 
the  third  King  of  England^  a  perfon  of  a  moft 
accomplifht  Virtue,  this  moft  excellent  Prince 
having  exceedingly  prevailed  both  againft  the 
.  French  and  ScottiOi  Kings,  diicomforted  their  Armies," 
artdtalren  one  of  them  in  Perfon,  ordained  this  moft 
Noble  Order  and  Society  of  KnightSj  fo  to  adorn  their 
Valour,  roaaifefted  in  the  Warreswith  honour  the  re- 
ward of  Virtue.  Their  number  26,  no  more  ut  petium 
■0al  wiw.  The  Lawes  and  Statutes  of  this  Noble 
Or^erwere  firft  Iriftituted  and  deviled  by  this  Viftorious 
Pknce  King  E^n/jof  that 'name  the  third;  after  reviled 
an$ ratified I 'by  many  6f  the  fueceeding  Kings.  And  on 
tlje  rxtformation  of  Religion  much  altered  by  King 

E'dward  the  fixt. 

Jn  their  Ele&iQns  two  things  there  are  which  they  ef- 
pecial'y  obferve. 

Firft,  that  the  party  nominated,  be  a  Gentleman  of 
Naincand  Anns;  for  three  descents  both  by  the  Fathers 
fide,  and  the  Mothers  fide. 

The  fecond  thing  to  be  obferved  is  ,  that  the  party 
nominated  be  without  fpot  or  foul  reproach:  as  viz: 
notconvi&ofHerefy-,  nor  attaint  of  Treafon;  nor  by 
his  Prodigality  and  Riot  decayed  in  his  Eftate,  by  means 

whereof 
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thereof  he Js  not  able  to  conferve  the  Honor  of  his  Or» 
der^nor  fuch  a  one  as  ever  fled  in  the  day  of  battailjhis  So-* 
veraign  Lord  or  his  Lieutenant  being  in  the  field,  In  all 
which  cafes  a  Knight  ele&ed  and  inftaliedmayalfoifio 
pjeafe  the  Soveraign,  be  degraded* 

The  Party  chofen  by  the  Prince ,  if  he  be  a  ftranger 
is  certified  thereof  foon  after  by  letters  frow  the  Sove? 
raign:  and  many  times  the  Statutes  of  that  Order  hare 
been  lent  unto  him  to  corifider  of  them,  whether  or  no  he 
will  accept  of  this  Election.  If  he  accept  it  (as  no  que- 
iiion  but  he  will)  then  doth  the  Soveraign  forthwith 
fend  unto  him  by  his  Ambaffadour  and  the  chief  Herald 
(  commonly)  the  whole  Habit  of  the  Order,  with  the 
Garter  and  the  Collar  wherewith  they  do  inveft  him. 
And  on  the  other  fide,  the  Prince  or  Stranger  fo  in  veil- 
eda  within  convenient  time,  (end  their  fnfficient  Depu- 
tywithaMmtle  of  blew  Velvet,  to  be  inftalled  in  their 
rpom  at  St.  C  E  O  R  G  E  S  Church  in  mnfore.  But 
if  the  party  chofen  be  a  Subjeft  of  the  Kingdom,  the  Gar« 
ter  is  delievred  to  hiqi  prefently  upon  his  Ele&ion,  to  fig- 
nifie  that  he  is  cho  fe  into  the  Order.  Afterwards  in  the 
Chapter-houfe ,  upon  the  reading  of  hi$  Commifllon  be-* 
fore  the  Soveraign  or  his  Deputy,  he  is  invefted  with  the 
Robe  and  with  the  Hood.  Then  follows  the  Inflallment 
perf  jrmed  with  many  grave  and  magnificentCeremonies: 
which  done,  he  doth  receive  the  Collar  of  the  Order. 
This  at  their  Inftallations  have  always  an  Oath  admini- 
ftred,  chu  to  their  power,  during  the  time  they  (hall  be 
Fellows  of  the  Order,  they  (hall  defend  the  Honour, 
Qyarreh^RightsandLordfhips,  of  the  Soveraign,  and 
that  they  (hall  endeavour  to  preferve  the  Honour  of  the 
faid  Order ;  and  all  the  Statutes  of  ft  they  fliall  well  ob^ 
fcrve,without  froidor  covin*

It  is  true  indeed  what  tolidore  dath  wellobfrrved,  witfe 
great  Ceremony  an  i  Solemnity  the  Knights  do  celebrate 
fchisFeaft  :  Attending  both  on  the  VzCp<r  and  the  day  it 
felf  at  Divine  Service,  attired  in  thetnoft  rich  and  ftately 
Mantles  of  the  Order  i  &nd  gallantly  adorned  with  their 
moft  rich  and  fumptuous  collars  f which  we  call  of  SS.j 
the  Image  of  St.  GEORGI,  garriifhed  with  pearls  and 
precious  ftones,  app  nJantcochem-  in  which  r heir  po^ 
ing  to  the  Church,  and  in  their  fitting  at  the  Table,  they 
go  and  fet  by  two  and  two,  every  One  with  his  FelloW 
which  is  forfc  againft  him  in  his  Hall.  And  if  by  chance 
it  happen  that  his  Fellotfc  be  riot  prefent,  he  doth  both  go 
and  fet  alone,  I  (ay  if  it  chatice  to  happen:  forallthe 
Fellows  are  obliged  £6  be  thepe  {pcrfohally  prefent^  with-

Other  Pomp  and  rich  magnificence  of  this 
Fcaft  J  forbear  to  mention,  a8  being  unable  to  exprefle 
it.  The  mind  is  thenbeft  (atisfied  in  fuch  things  as  chit , 
when  the  eye  hath  ieen  them. 

Now  folio wab  a  perfeft  Catalogue  of  the  Knights  of 
the  moft  Honourable  Order  of  the  Garter,  made  by  our 
Gracious  Soveraign,  King  Charles  the  fecond. 

That  the  Knights  of  this  moft  honourable  Order  are 
called  in  Latine  Equitts  GeorgUni ,  St.  GE  O  R  GES 
Knights,  and  fometimes  alfoin  Englifh,  as  in  thatpaf* 
ftgc  noted  out  of  *Poly  %dihim. 

The  other  Ornaments  and  Habits  belonging  to  this  Or- 
der,bcfide8  the  Garter  -,  are  a  Gown,  a  Kirtle,  a  Chap- 
peron,  a  Cloak,  a  Girdle  and  a  Collars  all  (lately  and 
Magnificent  both  for  fluff*  *ndfafh!on,  but  worn  oftcly 
upon  dayes  of  Extraordinary  folemnity  for  ordinary 
uiej  befides  the  Garter,  which  it  for  every  dayes  wear- 
ing, and  their  Cloak  with  the  Sun  on  the  left  (boulder  of 
it  in  his  full  Glory,  which  laft  was  added  by  hit  late 
Majefty  of  ererBlcffed  IWemory,  they  have  a  blew  Rib- 
bon which  they  wear  about  their  necks ;  with  the  pi- 
&urej  or  rather  portrai&ure  of  the  GEORGE  appen- 
dant to  it.
